IN THE CLAIMS : 

Claim 1 . (Amended) A cursor control apparatus including: 

a first pedal to control the movement of a cursor along an x-axis; and 
a second pedal to control the movement of the cursor along a y-axis[.]; 
wherein the first pedal and the second pedal are configured for an angular 
motion to allow for both negative and positive velocities . 

Claim 3 (cancelled). 

Claim 4, line 1, delete '3' and insert therefore, -1-. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the environment 
of a cursor control apparatus, the closes prior art Weinblatt 738 fails to teach or 
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suggest, a first pedal and a second pedal configured for an angular motion to allow for 
both negative and positive velocities.

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure is Weinblatt 738, Hayes et al '807, Prince et al '250, Feierbach et 
al '957, O'Heir '333, Best '685 and Medina '318. cited references disclose the use of a 
first and second foot pedal to control a cursor. However, neither reference teaches or 
suggests the pedals are configured for an angular motion.
